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REMARKS 

Reconsideration of this application, as amended, is 
respectfully requested. 

Independent claims 1-3 have been amended to more clearly and 
positively recite the features of the present invention in better 
U.S. form. In particular, independent claims 1-3 clarify that 
according to the present invention the sequencing of the 
plurality of image data is performed by causing a plurality of 
image data displayed in an arbitrary order in a first view window 
(to be displayed in a desired sequence in a second view window) 
to be sequentially selected and displayed, wherein the first view 
window and the second view window are displaying in an album 
creation window. See windows 102b (the first view window) and 
102a (the second view window) in the specification and drawings. 
Independent claims 1-3 have also been amended to make various 
other clarifying amendments. 

In addition, claim 3 has been amended to better comply with 
the requirements of 35 USC 101. Accordingly, it is respectfully 
requested that the rejection under 35 USC 101 be withdrawn. 

Still further, claims 4-6, which depend from claims 1-3, 
respectively, have been added based on the disclosure in the 
specification at, for example, page 12, lines 20-22. 

No new matter has been added, and it is respectfully 
requested that the amendments be approved and entered. 
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It is respectfully submitted, moreover, that while 
USP 6,778,760 ("Kagle") discloses recording audio data and 
actuating a shutter button to obtain images associated with 
portions of the audio data being obtained, as well as 
"interactively" selecting first and second portions of a digital 
audio data stream to be synchronized with first and second still 
frame images, this reference does not disclose, teach or suggest 
sequencing image data as recited in claims 1, 2 and 3. 

More specifically, it is respectfully submitted that Kagle 
clearly does not disclose, teach or suggest image selection means 
for sequencing a plurality of image data by causing a plurality 
of image data displayed in an arbitrary order in a first view 
window (to be displayed in a desired sequence in a second view 
window) to be sequentially selected and displayed, the first view 
window and the second view window being displayed in an album 
creation window. With this structure of the claimed present 
invention, it is possible to visually recognize image data while 
designating an order for the image data to be associated with the 
audio data, thereby improving the operation of linking image data 
to audio data in a desired sequence. 

It is respectfully submitted, moreover, that none of the 
other prior art of record discloses, teaches or suggests the 
features of the present invention as recited in amended 
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independent claims 1, 2 and 3, or claims 4, 5 and 6 depending 
respectively therefrom. 

In view of the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that 
amended independent claims 1, 2 and 3 and claims 4, 5 and 6 
respectively depending therefrom all clearly patentably 
distinguish over Kagle, taken singly or in combination with any 
of the other prior art of record, under 35 USC 102 as well as 
under 35 USC 103.
